[FISH WEALTH OF GANADA 


Important tndustry of the Lakes—Sal- 
mon as an Experiment 


The fishing industry of Canada is 
an important asset in our national 
financia] statement. It is one of those 


subjects on which little has been writ- 
ten in-a form which is interesting to 
the general public, although much’ 
vfluable information may be found in. 
Government blue books. The average 
yearly-catch for the Dominion is 
valued at about $30,000,000, about half 
of which is exported and the other 
half consumed at home—about $2.00_ 
worth of fish per year being the 
average consumption for each Cana- 
dian. 
The Port Arthur Hatchery 

The latest fish hatchery is the one 
at Port Arthur on Lake Superior. This 
hatchery has an annual: capacity of 
turning out fish fry, which, at ma- 
turity, will represent a catch of the 
enormous total of $10,500,000 yearly. 
The hatchery is equipped for the pro- 
pagation mainly of lake trout, as ow- 
ing to the rocky and clay formation 
of Lake Superior, trout find ‘their na- 
tive: haunts on the shores of the Lake. 
A certain percentage of white fish are 
also being hatched out, as there are 
a few handy spawning beds in the 
smaller bays, which form the native 
haunt of the white fish. A very in- 
teresting experiment is also being 
tried out in the placing of salmon fry 
in the lake as it is believed that a 
very valuable salmon fishing industry 
can be established at Port Arthur. 

Fishing as a sport is also being 
given serious attention at this hatch- 
ery, and brook trout and salmon fry 
are to be placed in the streams and 
brooks surrounding the ctiy. 

In the Hatchery 


A walk through the fish hatchery 
fs a very istructive and interesting 
sight. The spawn, after being taken 
from the mother fish in the fall—and 
this is usually collected by the offi- 
cers of the Fishery Department from 
the fishing tugs—ts brought to the 
hatchery and distributed in trays, over 
which there is a constant streary of 
cold water running. It takes, on the 
average, 195 days for the spawn to 
germinate into living fish. It fs very 
interesting “to pick up the little round 
globes, which look Hke balls of gela- 
tine, and holding them up in the light. 
see the eyes and the dim outline of 
the form of the minute fish inside. On- 
ly a small percentage of the spawn 
die. The dead cells are readily de- 
tected as they turn white upon the 
atom of life within becoming extinct. 
After the baby fish extricates itself 
from its glooular cell it is fed for 
two weeks cn grated beef liver. By 
this time it is not more than a quar- 
ter of an inch long, and is then taken 
out and placed in the spawning beds 
where the older fish always gather 
at certain times to foster the young 
and growing fry. Three years is the 
usual time taken for fish to mature.

“The average baby of to-day,” said 
the grandfather of one, “is as much 
pictured as royalty. I_don’t mean that 
this baby’s picture gets into the news: 
papers as often as the Prince’s does, 
but there are as many taken of it for 
home admiration. 

“I can remember back to the time 
when far fewer pictures of babies 
were made, when the only pictures 
of anybody other than painted por: 
traits, were those taken, in the 
old time daguerreotype galleries. To 
take a baby to one of these galleries 
was something of a task; and when 
you had got him there might not be 
awake, or he might not be good hu 
mored. In various ways this picture 
taking was an operation that might 
involve many difficulties; and.then 
besides, it cost money; and so in those 
old days if you managed to get fom 
pictures of the baby in its first yeas 
you were doing very well. 

“But now? Why, now, with the won 
derful and inexpensive lMttle modern 
hand camera with which pictures can 
be taken whenever the baby is in 3 
happy mood, We take pictures of him 
in his first year almost daily, and ip 
many situations. 


“The baby is photographed at 


various ages held in the arms of its, 


mother; in. the |arms of its father; 
and if, as may happily be, all its grand, 
parents are living the baby is photo 
graphed held by each and every one 
of them. Also, it fs photographed 
held in the arms of each of its aunts 
and uncles.
